W baceeg past week these were some of our sorrows and some 

of our joys. Since the Treaty of Geneva dividing Indo- 
China and giving the North to the Communists. we know 
definitely of 25 missionaries already in prison. The Bishops 
of the Diocese in Communist territory, as good shepherds, 
refuse to leave their suffering sheep .. . One of our mission 
territories is 25 miles from Russian Siberia: the Diomede 
Island which is only two miles long and a half a mile wide. 
Of the 100 persons on it, 75 are Catholic. Russia will not 
allow anyone on the nearby islands to associate with them. 
. . . An expert was called in by the Kenya government to 
study the Mau Maus whe in the EMBU district burned 40 
schools, killed 15 teachers. The conclusion was that there 
was not enough religion and morality taught in the schools. 
American educators might apply this solution te our juven- 
ile “Mau Maus” .. . Communists in China now have an “in- 
vestiture ceremony” for 8,000,000 youth who have passed 
the Party Test. The symbol is a red scarf; on accepting, 
the youth swears: “I shall study and work well, devote my- 
self te manual labor and will always be ready te fight for 
the Communist cause.” Today there are less than 130 
foreign missionaries in China. Of that number, three Bish- 
ops and 20 priests are in prison; most of the others are un- 
der house arrest . .. 


“On the Road to Mandalay” you will find a native Burmese 
Bishop who has two brothers priests .. . Incidentally, you can 
educate a native boy for the priesthood for $150 a year, or $750 
for the entire course . .. This is peculiar: Some Catholics of 
Nagasaki who kept the faith amid persecution since the 16th 
century, and were without priests until the 19th century, now 
refuse to accept missionaries as successors to their priests. They 
are known in Japan as “HANARE” or the “Separated” and 
number a little more than 30,000. The laity do the baptism and 
hold religious services.

Two Errors 


There's a kind of thinking in the 
entertainment world that equates 
cost with quality. Therefore, if 
a picture cost six million dollars 
to make, it is better than a pic- 
ture that cost only three million. 

Television has now fallen victim 
of this kind of thinking. CBS and 
NBC have both proudly presented 
their multi-dollar productions and 
they have been flops. Betty Hutton 
was noisy but the NBC production 
that featured her didn’t please 
many people and didn’t even draw 
many people away from Ed Sulli- 
van. Ann Sothern followed in a pro- 
duction a little better received but 
still not worth its buildup. Then 
CBS countered with an extrava- 
ganza starring Harry James, Betty 
Grable and Mario Lanza. Again it 
hit the screens with a heavy thud. 

It seems to me that television 
producers are making two funda- 
mental errors. First of all, viewers 
are less interested in big expendi- 
tures and expensive stars than they 
are in entertainment. Secondly, tel- 
evision isn't the stage and what 
might go well on the stage will 
not necessarily go well on the tele- 
vision screen. 

Betty Grable, Harry James and 
Mario Lanza may be important to 
motion pictures because theater 
managers need stars to sell the 
films to the public. But television 
already has its audience, it doesn’t 
have to draw people into a theater. 
It is true that the viewer may have 
to be drawn from another channel 
but this is not done with a big one 
shot production but by’ steady 
quality. James, Grable and Lanza | 
failed to make an artificially con- 
trived show come to life in their 
CBS extravaganza and the clumsy 
use of dubbed in sound caused the 
production to lose some of the in- 
timacy it might have had. 

Time magazine's reviewer, speak- 
ing of “Lady in the Dark,” said 
that it was a little like looking at 
a stage production through the 
wrong end of a telescope. This is 
natural. This was a production 
meant for a stage, it was reduced 
to a small screen. Television pro- 
ducers have to realize that tele 
vision is a new medium — it isn’t 
motion pictures, it isn’t radio and 
it isn’t the stage. It is a new medi- 
um with its own dimensions and 
television productions will succeed 
ony when this is recognized.
